the opponents. They. shauld 
made only on hands containing 4 
long suit and little or no defen- 
sive strength. ; 

They indicate to partner that 
with the sult you name fa trump 
you will take eight tricks—in other 
words, you are over-bidding your 
hand two tricks, If partner happens 
to Hold two tricks, you may be suc- 
cessful in making your contract. 

Under the writer’s system, it is 
impossible to make a pre-emptive 
bid of three and they rarely, if ever, 
accompHsh their purpose. If you 
are going. to pre-empt, do so high 
enough to keep the opponents from 
arriving at their best declaration. 

There are a few hands where pre- 
emptive bids of four in a minor 
will work out well, but generally 
the best minor pre-emptive bid is 
un original bid of five. You are 
only endeavouring, to accomplish 


one thing with a pre-emptive bid,- 


and that is to stop the opponents 
from bidding. 


Support Pre-Emptive Bids 


As partner has told you that he 
ia overbidding his hand two tricks 
and has no side strength, do not 
support his pre-emptive bid 
though you hold quick tricks, un- 
lesa you hold a sufficient number of 
quick tricks to assure a slam, The 
main point to remember in pre- 
emptive bids ix that if the op- 
ponents should overcall partner's 
original suit bid of four and your 
hand contains only one to two 
quick tricks, you can make a good 
sacrifice bid by supporting partner. 
With partner advertising no defen- 
sive atrength and you with very 
little, undoubtedly the opponents 
have game. 

When you support partner's bid, 
holding one trick, you can expect 
to go down only two tricks, and in 
the majority of cases for a very 
good sacrifice. If you-hold «two 
tricka, partner should be down only 
one, 

Pre-emptive bids can also be 
made after the bidding is opened; 
e. g. partner bids one heart, oppo- 
ments pass, and you bid three,or 
four spades. In either case, this 


would be purely a pre-emptivo bid. 


informing partner that your hand 
was worthless for anything but 
spades, There are very few hands, 
however, where this will prove suc- 
ceasful as ‘generally the only one 
it shuts out from bidding is. part- 
ner. : ; 

Again, supposing that opponents 
opened with one heart. If you bid 
three or four spades, this would be 
two or three more than necessary, 
and would in no way be a forcing 
bid. Pariner would immediately 
it for a pre-emptive bid in 
which: you were-announeing - that 
you had nothing but spades. This 
type of bid is used more frequently 
than the overcall of partner’s suit 
with a pre-empt.

these grounds, and that the Rotary 
Club equip them with games ap- 
Paratus and pay the salary of a 
Play Director by a levy -on each 
member of the Club, and that the 
Chinese Y.M.C.A. be Invited ‘to 
secure the Director and supervise 
his. work.” : 

You will notice that the Rotary 
Club’s undertaking to equip the 
playgrounds with games apparatus 
and pay the salary of a Play Direc- 
tor was not limited to any speeffic 
period. However, on writing pri- 
vately, as I did, on August 26 Inst, 
to the Hon. Colonial Secretary, I 
said that the Rotary Club's 
guarantee to find the cost of the 
initial apparatis and the salaries 
of a Play Director and grounds- 
men was for a year. ‘1 added I had 
no doubt that if the experiment was 
successful, and I was sure. it would 
be successful; that the Rotary 
Club would assume practically 
permanent responsibility for this 
work, which it would almost cer- 
tainly try to extend. 


Extension Recommended. 


You have before you, in The 
Bulletin, certain 8 of the 
Community _ Serifiée.- mittee. 
The first recommendation is that 
the present work be maintained. 
The third recomnierdation Is that 
the present arrangements with the 
Chinese Y-.M.C.A. be continued. 
The second recommendation {s that 
{wo new grounds be applied for, and 
fourthly that the amount required 
be raised by voluntary subscriptions 
from members of this Club. 

Now, I hold that the Club has 
committed itself to running, as 
organised playgrounds, the exist- 
ing ground at Wanchai and that 
which occupies half of Blake Gar- 
dens. I propose, however, to put 
it to the Club— whether. or -not the 
existing playground work should 
be maintained and maintained on 
the same basis, that’ ia to say at a 
Cost as per the estimate in The 
Bulletin of about $1,860, and also 
whether or not-the present arrange- 
ment with the Chinese Y.M.C.A. 
should be continued. ~ 

There is also before the Club a 
Proposal that the playground work 
should not only be maintained but 
extended. I sincerely hope there 
is no one here who would, wish to 
close down the work which the Club 
has already taken up. There may 
be members who fcel the existing 
work should be maintained but not 
extended. Both those who feel 
thnt the work should be maintained, 
and those who feel that the: work 
should bé extended, should vote 
for the resolution which I shall 
shortly put to you, that the play- 
ground work of the Rotary Club 
be maintained. .

Sterling’ Depreciation, 

Since the abandonment of the 
gold standard by the United King- 
dom and the adoption of similar 
muasures elsewhere, notably in the 
Senndinavian countries, some of 
the Latin-American republics and 
Japan, many people have expected 
a general improvement in the 
trade intercourse of. the countries 
concerned. These expectations 
were baacd on the conditions which 
developed .in Germany at the time 
of the immense post-war period 
of inflation. Observers, however, 
tend to overlook one vital differ- 
ence between the position then and 
now. When Germany found her- 
self in the throes of inflation, 
there was a universal demand for 
commodities, due’ to, the partial 
stoppage of world trade during 
the war. At present the world 
finds itself faced with an enor- 
mous over-supply of commodities; 
and the dianatrous economic deve- 
lopment can no longer be put right 
by such palliative (as 4 lowering 
of sterling exchange. British for- 
cign-trade statistics do not indi- 
enate that currency depreciation 
has brought about 2 material in- 
erense in the export trade. The 
statistics . published about the 
middle of January show that, in 
almost all branches of the British 
export trade, an increngs can In- 
deod be recorded whea the last 
quarter of 1931 is compared with 
the immediately preceding quarter, 
but that this increase is—gencral- 
Jy speaking-—but slight and fa due 
to seasonal causes which always 
operate. during the part of the 
year here concerned.

ON LAST VOYAGE.

WALDECK ROUSSEAU | 
IN HONGKONG 


The French , armoured cruiser 
Waldeck Rousseau has arrived hore 
from Shanghai. The fingahip of 
Vice-Admira) Herr, Commandor-in- 
Chief of the French Naval Forces 
in Far Eastern waters, sho {gp pro- 
ceeding back to France, via Saigon, 
on being decommissioned, the Vico- 
‘Admiral being rolleved by Admiral 
Commander-in- 
Chief, who is expected here towards 
the end of the month on the cruiser 
Primauguct. 

‘This is the Inst occasion on which 
Hongkong will bo seeing the 
Waldeck Rousreau, which, with hor 
six funnela, has stood out con- 
spleuously from amongst the many 
mival visitors to_ this port. In 
point of fact, the Waldeck Rousseau 
in a very old type of vessel, one of 
the heavily armoured type, which in 
pre-wnr days took a middle place 
between, the dreadnought and 
ordinary crufger. | 

Built in T90K, 

Built in 1908, she has fourteén 
7.G-Inch guna, eight 3-inch guns and 
two «anti-aircraft -guns. Her 
secondary armament consists of 
10 9-pounders, 2 8-pounders and 
1 l-pounder. She 1s heavily 
armoured, a 634-inch bolt protect- 
ing her vitals, while the .turrets, 
turret bases and casemates are Cor- 
respondingly well protected, — the 
conning tower velng specially rein- 
forced by a ten-inch plate.

The Waldeck Rousseau wis to 
have been scrapped some fow yours 
ago, but for reasons of economy the 
Franch Minister of Marine decided 
to put her again into commission 
for n new lease of fe on the Far 
Enstern Service. She was recon- 
ditfoned and a few improvements 
ndded such as the instalment of 
two anti-aircraft guns and the ad- 
dition of two seaplanes to her, 
equipment, Since her arrival here 
she hns‘served as the fingship of 
two Admirals, Viee-Admiral Herr 
being the last to fly his ‘pennant 
from aboard her. It is announced 
that her career will terminate on 
her return to France, when sho will 
be broken up.

Hongkong’s Pre-History. 


Owing to the Ma,or portion of 
the time having been taken up with 
the playground discussion, an nul. 
dress entitled “The Pre-History of 
Hongkong,” by Professor J, 1. 
Shellshear, was unavoidably cur- 
tailed, and the speaker was not able 
to make more than brief references 
to his subject. 

He explained that the subject 
dealt’ with the. cultures of early 
man, and explained that 20 polished 
stone axe heads had been found in 
Hongkong. In a period of about 
five years something like 4,000 
specimens had been. found in the 
Colony. . He referred to interesting 
finds at Castle Peak of stone im- 
plements of small diameter which, 
he said, were almost exactly similar 
to the oldest cultural implements 
known in Indo-China, 

Professor Shellshear ulso stated 
that x bronze burial ground had 
been found at Aberdeen,, where 
bronze axes, spears and swords had 
been found. :

DIFFICULT TIME AHEAD 


Wireless engincers aro becoming 
nlarmed at happenings oF tho sun. 
The coming period of minfmum 
aunspot activit: 

in tho 
ay 
future of long-distance tranamis- 
sion on ehort waves. ° 

‘Within tho next two years tho 
“question will arise whother large 
tommoreial concerns. W li not have 
to revise drastically their catimates 
-for the periodic reconstruction of 
atations to fit in with the sun’s 
cycle or even abandon short waves 
as a permanent basis of long-dis- 
tance communication. 

Sun-spots have attained to com- 
mercial importance becauso they 
affect ‘the sun’s radiation which in 
turn affects the electrically-charge 
lnyera of the earth's atmosphere. 
These layers reficct wireless waves 
and determine’ the distance fram 
tho transmitting station at which 
they return to the surface of the 
earth, 

‘As a result of this eloven-year 
cycle the years from 1924 to 1928 
naw a steady improvement In long- 
distance short-wave conditions and 
a corresponding reduction in the 
wave-lengths which could be com- 
mercially used, for example, on tho 
North Atlantic route to the nelgh- 
bourhood of 18 metres. | 


A Cycle of Change. 


“Within recont months the con- 
clusion has gained ground,” a pro- 
minent wireless engincer explained 
“that these dovelopmenta have been 
to n large extent illusory. We have 
been forced to realise that the 
gradual rise in practicable wave- 
lengths which hos been taking place 
since 1928 {e in all probability con- 
nected with a definite cycle. 

“The importance of thin dis- 
covery from’ the point of view of 
the necessary re-equipment of the 
big commercial stations within the 
eleven-year cycle needs no empha- 
sis, and it remains to be seen 
whether at the worst period it may 
not be necessary to return to the 
old iden of longer wavelengths and, 
where possible, more power. 

“phe whole trouble is that rals- 
ing the wave-length ‘beyond a cer- 
tain point loses all the advantages 
of short-wave transmission—the 
using low power 
and immunity from interference 
from the electrical 
clouds. : ; 
"The most hopeful fenture in.the 
Bituation is that, the peak of good 
transmission appears to be mu 
leas clearly defined than the peak of 
bad transmission, an example 0 
which {s approaching. This should 
mean that the worst period will be 
over relatively soon. 

“Another possibility is that deve- 
Jopments in polarised waves—which 
vibrate only in one direclion—may 
provide a solution of the problem, 
but this is not yet in sight. - 

“Whatever the effect on practical 
wireless, it appears probable that 
wireless experience Will provide jm- 
portant information

Preemptive bids of four of 4 
sult nro made primarily to shut out 
the opponents, They should 
made only on hands containing 4% 
long suit and little or no defon- 


They indicate to partner that 
with the suit you namo aa trump 
you will take cight tricksa—in other 
words, you are ovor-bidding your 
hond two tricks. If partner happens 
to hold two tricks, you may be auc- 
ceasful in making your contract. 

Under the writer's system, it is 
impossible to make a pre-emptive 
bid of three and they rarcly, if ever, 
accomplish their purpose. If you 
ure going to pre-empt, do 80 high 
enough to keep the opponents from 
arriving at their best declaration, 

There are a few handa where pre- 
emptive bids of four ino minor 
wil work out well, but generally 
the best minor pre-emptive bid is 
an original bid of five. You are 
only endeavourinie to accomplish 
one thing with a pre-emptive bid, 
and that is to stop the opponents 
from bidding. 


. Support Pre-Emptive Bids 


As partner has told you that he 
in overbidding his hand two tricks 
and haa no side atrength, do ‘not 
support his pre-emptive bid even 
though you hold quick tricks, un- 
less you hold a sufficient number of 
quick tricks to asaure a slam. ‘The 
matn point. to. remember in pre- 
emptive bids is that if the op- 
ponents should overeall partner's 
‘original suit bid of four and your 
hand contains only one to two 
quick tricks, you can muke a good 
nucrifice bid by supporting partner. 
With. partner advertising no defen- 
sive strength and you with very 
little, undoubtedly the vpponents 
have game. 

When you support partner's bid. 
holding one trick, you can expect 
to go down only two tricks, and in 
the majority of cases for a very 
good sacrifice. If you hold two 
tricks, partner should be down only 
one. 

Pre-emptive bids can also be 
made after the bidding Is opened; 
e.g. partner bids one heart, oppo- 
ments pass, and you bid three or 
four spades. In cither case, this 
svould be purely a pre-emptive bid 
informing partner that your hand 
was wofthless for anything but 
spndea. There are very few hands, 
however, where this will prove suc- 
ceasful as generally, the only one 
it shuts out from bidding {s part- 
ner. 

Again, supposing that opponents 
opened with one heart. bid 
three or four spades, this would be 
two or three more than necessary, 
and would jn no way be a forcing 
bid. Partner would immediately 
take it for a pre-emptive bid in 
which you were announcing. that 
you had nothing but spades, This 


| type of bid {s used more frequently, 


than the overenl] of partner's sult 
with a pre-empt.

H. Tribbeck, Capt. Hopkins, of the 
as. Yatshing, Rotarian G. J. Me- 
Carthy and Rotarlan Yinson Lee, 
both of Shanghal. 

The Chairman said: On August 
25, the Club carried the following 
resolution unanimously; “That ap- 
plication be made to ‘the Govern- 
ment for the use of Blake Gardens 
and an aren opposite the Soldiers’ 
and Snilora’ Home on the Praya 
East Reclamation; that the Govern- 
ment be asked to enclose and level 
these grounds, and that tho Rotary 
Club equip them ‘with games op- 
paratua and pay the salary of 0 
Play Director by a levy on each 


member of the Club, and that the. 


Chinese Y.M.C.A. be Invited to 
avcuro the Director and supervise 
his work.’” ; ‘ 

You will notice that the Rotary, 
Club's undertaking to equip the 
playgrounds with games apparatus 


and pay the salary of Play Diree- | 


tor was not limited to any specific 
period. However, on writing pri- 
vately, as I did; on August 26 Inst, 
to the Hon. Colonial Secretary, I 
said that the © Rotary Club's. 
guarantee to find the cost of the 
inittal apparatus and the solaries 
of a Play Director and grounds- 
men was for a year, 
no doubt that if the experiment was 
successful, and I was sure it would 
be successful, that the Rotary 
Club would assume practically 
permanent responsibility for this 
work, which it would almost cer- 
tainly try to extend. . 


Extension Recommended. 


You have before you, in The 
Bidletin, certain. proposals of the 
Community Service Committee. 
The first recommendation ia that 
the present work be maintained. 
The third recommendation is that 
the present arrangements with the 
Chinese Y.M.C.A.’ be continued, 
The second recommendation is that 
two new grounds be applied for, and 
fourthly that the amount required 
be raised by voluntary subscriptions 
from members of this Club. 

Now, I hold. that-the Club haa 
committed itself to running, as 
organised playgrounds, the exist- 
ing ground at Wanchai and that 
which occuples half of Blake Gar- 
dens. I propose, however,.‘to put 
it to the Club whether or not the 
existing plnyground work should 
be maintained and maintained on 
the same basis, that is to aay at a 
cost as per the estimate in The 
Brulctin of about $1,860, and also 
whether or not the present arrange- 
ment with the Chinese Y.M.C.A. 
should be continued. . 

There ts also before the,Club s 
proposal that the playground work 
should not only’ be maintained but 
extended. I sincerely hope there 
is no one here wlio would wish to 
close down. the work which the Club 
has'‘already taken up, Thero may 
be members who feel tho existing 
work should be maintained but not 
extended, Both those who ‘feel 
that the work should be maintained, 
and those who feel that the work 
should be extended, should vote 
for the resolution which I shall 
shortly put to you, that the play- 
ground. work of the Rotary Club 
be maintained. .

Peking Reports. 


Peking, May 10. 
Vernacular newspapers state 
that a “certain high official” went 
to Nanking by air a few days ago, 
and, it is suggested in some 
cles, he intends to discuss 
Shanhaikuan situation with 
Central Government. 
Japanese military authorities 
nre continually accusing the Chi- 
nese authoritics at Shanhal- 
kuan, of allowing large numbers 
of voluntcors and munitions to 
enter Manchuria, and are report- 
ed to he threatening drastic 
action.—Reuter. : 


War Office Explains. 


Tokyo, May 10. 
— Announcing the arrival of the 
main body of the Fourteenth 
Division at Dairen from Shang 
hai, the War Office explains that 
the transfer of reinforcements to 
Manchurian was necessitated by 
the inadequacy of the Manchukuo 
police military to cope with the 
increasing activities of bandits 
and {insurgents who, with the 
growth of the spring foliage, are 
able to conceal thelr movements 
and carry out their depredations 
over n greatly extended arca. ~ 
‘The War Office states that 
there are now ‘six divisions in 
Manchurian and Korea.—Reuter. 


_ Harbin Excitement. 


Harbin, May 10. 

A state of high tension exists 
here, and residents have been 
thrown into a state of apprehen- 
sion. Hostilities betweon Chin- 
sae volunteers snd Manchukua 
soldiers occurred about ten miles 
from Harbin yesterday, and this 
morning the Marchukuo soldiers 
were reinforced by the arrival of a 
few hundreds of Japanese sold- 
fers. 

General Ma Chan-shan is lead- 
ing the attack on Harbin. The 
Japanese are advancing rapidly 
on the Sul-chung Railway dis- 
tricte, pressing hard on the 
Chinese voluntcers under. Com- 
mander Ho Chu-kuo, who has com- 
municated with Marshal. Chang 
Heuch-liang asking for relnforce- 
ments.-—Reuter. . 


Leader’s Statement. 


_. Shanghai, May 10. 

A Korean revolutionary leader 
is reported to have issued 2 state- 
ment, admitting that the recent 
bombing affair which occurred ot 
Hongkew Park was inspired by the 
Korean revolutionary leaders. 

In the statement, which was cir- 
cularised to the Chinese and 
English newspapers for publica- 
tion, the Korean leader also con- 
feased his participation in and 
inspiration 0% other attempts on 
the lives of leading stvtesmen in 
Japan, inoluding an attempt, on 
the Hfe of'a former Premier. 

The atatement explaina that the 
Korean, was of poor parentage, 
who was given two bombs’in the 
morning, one to Kill the Japanese 
and the other with which to com- 
mit suicide.—Renshe. . 


Cantonese Leaders Find Fault 


Shanghai, May 10. ~ 
A circular telegram issued by 25 
Cantonese leaders, headed by Mr. 
Siao Fu-chen, was recelved to-day, 
strongly criticising Nankin for 
signing the Shanghai armistice 
agreement. It expresscs grent 
dissatisfaction over the fact that 
the Shanghai affair was not 50 
tled together with tle Manchurian 
imbroglio, and that uo time limit 
was fixed ior the’ complete with- 
crawal of che Japanese forces.

“Although ‘there Is ne ocension 
for alarm, the Colony’s waiter 
supply has su decreased as 4 ton- 
sequence of the lack of rain that 
the authorities have deemed it 
wise to impose fresh restrictions 
‘ay from to-day.

“ENDING. 


PRISONER DENIES 
COMPLICITY 


MOST EMPHATIC 


The defence of Cheung Man, 
charged with the murder of 
Tanng Tal-kal, was commenced at 
the Criminal Sessions this morn- 
ing before the Pulane Judge (Mr. 
Justice Wood) and a jury, when, 
in the witness box, he denied com- 
plleity in the affair, 

At the conclusion of the Crown 
ense, Mr, Hin-Shing Lo, defending 
Cheung Man, submitted there was 
ho case to answer and that there 
was no evidence to go to the jury. 
What evidence there ‘vas, he sald, 

_ was purely cireumstant lal and in 
Indicating that he wished to aa 
dress his Lordship on luw, handed 

yup to the Bench a lst of authori- 
thea to which he was going to 

Mrefer, remarking, “I don't want 

“to go through all the ‘authori- 
tich oan it would take me two 
days.” 

Counsel submitted there was no 
evidence that Cheung Man was at 
the scene of the crime when the 
murder was committed. 

His) Lordsblp:—f don’t) agree 
that there js no evidence to go to 
the jury to show that the first 
prisoner was present on the scene, 

Mr. Lo replied that'no jury 
could be naked to infer guilt of the 

-murder oor presence from the 
flimay evidence adduced, if it wns 
evidence at all. 


JUDGE DECLINES, 

Mr. Lo then asked his Lordship 
to ussume that Cheung Man was 
not there, for the sake of argue 
ment, but his Lordship replied; 
“It js no use asking me to assume 
he was not there, You have to 
address me on the supposition that 
the facts established by the Crown 
evidence are facts fh the case, and 
it ix of no use asking me to as. 

“ sitme from those facts that he was 
not present on the seene. 

Mr, Lo aso submitted that if 
there was evidence of association 
between the three prisoners, such 
association odid not | necessarily 
imply they all bad the thouht of 
kidnapping or murder. 

In the course of further diseus- 
sion, his Lordship remarked that 
the points beitig raised by Mar, Lo 
were matters on whieh the jury 
would have to be directed at oa 
Inter stage, and said he would 
weleome any help fram Me. Lo in 
the matter later on, : ; 

Accordingly Mr. Lo put Cheuns 
Man in the witness box., He 
stated that his ‘only alias was 
Cheung Hon-ehing and explained 
that he came to Hongkong on 
February 17 from Canton, | 


MILITARY OFFICER. 


Prisoner described himself us a 
millitary officer, saying that he 
was the commander of a troop of 
soldiers numbering about 120 men 
in Honam, where he had been for 
ever twelve months. 

Me further stated. that he did 
not go to Shaukiwan’ belween tive 
and six o'clock on the evening of 
February 17 and that he had never 
been to Shaukiwan, 

Prisoner also stated that he did 
not, himself, book ao room at the 
Empress Hotel, and recalled visit- 
ing the seene of the murder, to- 
wether with the Court, at the open.

FRENCH WARSHIP 
ON LAST VOYAGE. 


——— 


THE WALDECK ROUSSEAU 
IN HONGKONG 


The French armoured cruiser 
Waldeck Rousseau has arrived hore 
from Shanghai. The flagship of 
Vice-Admiral Herr, Commander-in- 
Chief of the French Naval Forces 
in Far Eastern waters, she Js pra- 
ceeding back to France, via Saigon, 
on being decommissioned, the Vico- 
Admiral being rolieved by Admiral 
Rerthelot, the new Commander-in- 
Chief, who 1s expected here towards 
the end of the month on the cruiser 
Primauguct. 

This is tho last occasion’on which 
Hongkong will be sccing tho 
Waldeck Rousseau, which, with her 
six funnels, has stood out con- 
spicuously from nmongst the many 
naval visitors to this port. In 
point of fact, the Waldeck Rousseau 
isa very old type of vessel, one of 
the heavily armoured type, which in 
pre-war days took a middie place 
between the dreadnought and the 
ordinary crulser. : 

Rullt in 1908, 
__ Built in 1908, she has fourteen 
Z6-inch guns, eight 3-Inch guns and 
two anti-nireraft) «guns. Her 
accondary armament consists of 
10 9-pounders, 2 %-pounders and 
1 1-pounder. She js heavily 
armoured, 1 6%-inch belt protect- 
ing her vitals, while the turrets, 
turret bnaes and casemates are cor- 
respondingly well protected, the 
conning tower being specially rejn- 
foreed by a ten-inch plate. no 

The cruiser displaces slightly 
over 12,000 Lons, as compared with 
the 10,000 ton cings of cruiser nu- 
thoriaed by. the Washington Treaty 
and of which there are at present 
five included in the . British 
aquadron on the China Station. 
~ The Waldeck Rousseau was to 
have been scrapped some few years 
nyro, but for rensons of economy the 
French Minister of Marine decided 
to put her again into commission 
for n new lease of life on the Far 
Enstern Service. She was recon- 
ditioncd and a few improvements 
added such as the instarment 0 
two antl-nireraft guns and the ad- 
dition of two xeaplancs to her 
equipment, Since her arrival here 
xho has revved na the flagship of 
two Admirals, Vice-Admiral Herr 
being the last to fly his pennant 
from aboard her. It Is announced 

‘that her career will terminate on 
her return to France, when she will 
be broken up. 

; New Flagship. 

The new flagship of Vice-Admiral 
Herr’s successor, the Primauguet, 
is not altogether a stranger to 
these parts, as she first came out 
here in 1926 on a clreumnavigating. 
voyage, during which she passe 
through Hongkong. Whilst hero 
an interesting demonstration, and 
one which’ then was a novel sight 
for Hongkong was given, when an 
neroplane, with which she Was 
equipped, was Inunched by catapult,

Hongkong’s Pre-History, 


Owing to the major portion of 


‘the time having been taken up with 


the playground discussion, an ad- 
dress entitled “The Pre-History of 
Hongkong,” by Professor J. L. 
Shellshear, was unavoldrSly cur- 
tailed, and the speaker was not able 
to make more than brief references 
to his subject. ‘ 

He explained that the subject 
dealt with the cultures of early 
man, and explained that 20 polished 
stone axe heads had been found in 
Hongkong. In a period of about 
five years something like 4,000 
specimens had been found in the 
Colony. He referred to interesting 
finds at’ Castle Peak of stone im- 
plements of smal! diameter which, 
he said, were almost exactly similar 
to the oldest cultural implements 
known in Indo-China. ’ 

Professor Shellshear also stated 
that-a bronze . burial ground had 
been found at Aberdeen, where 
bronze axes, apeara and swords had 
been found. 


Philippine Islands. 


After pointing out that 260,000 
specimens had been found in the 
Philippine Islands, and commenting 
on the great work in this connexion 
being dono by the French in Indo- 
China, Professor Shellshear sald 
that interest in the subject Iny in 
finding what connexion there was 
between such places us China and 
Hongkong, the Philippincs, Indo- 
China and Java, and how mankind 
and his culture had spread.
